In Hong 
Kong no increased taxntion is imposed, and a progressive Public 
Works programme is-in hand. Disappointment was ‘felt in some 
quarters thit no reduction of taxes. was made-but:we'contend that 
this is a matter which need not engage serious official attention 
until economic. conditions improve. 

While little quarrel can be found with the Government's policy, 
the Colonial Secretary (who presented his first Budget in an admir- 
able manner) was inclined to be unduly dismal: in his review. * There 
is no need for alarm at the prospect of a deficit*next year—a prospect 
which is more remote than official caution would have: it appear... If 
it were found essential, use of a part of the reserves would-be justi- 
fled in a period of depression, while if revenue’ fell away in startling 
fashion the Government has always the last’ resort of increasing 
taxation, However, there is small ground for forebodings at this 
stage, and the outlook for the. future may-be stated to be fairly 
bright. The present year.is expected to close, with a surplus of 
assets over liabilities of $18,309,801 including the million and a 
quarter from the City Hall site. Expenditure during 1984 is cal- 
culated .at $33,442,695, and revenuc at $31,731,625, leaving a de- 
ficit ‘of '$1,711,070..

Kay and other doctors took charge 
of tho case, and the delicate opera- 
tion was performed. The patient's 
condition began to improve slmost 
immediately, and he was discharg- 
ed from hospital recently. Ho was 
able to use his neck normally, ex- 
cept for a slight stiffness, which 
will wear off gradually.—Routor.

Proposed Government 
: Regulations 


DRAFT BILL OF NEW 
ORDINANCE 


The long-awaited regulations 
governing the colony's cabarets 

have been drafted-and are putslish- 
od in the “Government Gazette” to- 
day. They, will come before the 
Yegislative council for approval at 
the next mecting. ne 

The regulations ‘are embodied in 
a draft Bill intituled “An Ordinance 
to consolidae and amend the law 
yelnting to miscellaneous licences” 
and may be cited as the Miscellan- 
cous Licences Ordinance, 1933. 

The principal features of the 
new regulation are the provisions 
for the registering of dancing part- 
nern for. whom official approval ia 
needed the prohibiting of persona 
onder the age of 16 from dancing 
on the premises, the admittance of | 
authoriaed persons at reasonable 
hour to Jnapect the promises and 

“examine the records, and tho rules 
‘governing. bleeping on the premises. 

The hour of midnight is act for 
closing time, but extenston can he 
granted by tho Icencing authoritics 
Yor particular occnalons. ' 

The definition, of a “public 
dance-hall” 18 given as any 
place opened, kept, or used 
for the purpose of dancing, to 
which the general public are 
admitted with or withqut. pay- 
ment entertainment and 
licenced as such. 

Other licences affected by the Or- 
dinanee are thoso issucd to auc- 
tloneers, hawkers, massage esta- 
hiishments, money-changera, . and 
undertakers, also the IHeence cover- 
Ing public billiard-tablea, = + 

Matn Regulations. 2 

The principal dance hall regula 
tiona are as follows:— 

Every, person licensed to keep o 
public dance hall shall employ in tho 
premises only such-asalstants as the 
Heensing authority may approve.
